The gravity of the situation in China 
is increasing. Shanghai, where the trouble 
originated, is quiet, but many disturbances 
and outrages have occurred in the interior, 

nd Chinese papers aro threatening that 
the movement against the foreigners will 
develop into another Boxer revolt. The 
following are the latest developments :— 


CANTON—Captured by Communist troops 
led by Russian officers. 

KIUKIANG—B8ritish and Japanese Con- 
sulates and a Japanese bank looted and 
set on fire. Japanese marines landed 
from destroyer. 

KAIFENG—Roman Catholic church burned 
down and italian priest killed. 


The Japanese Admiral at Shanghai, in 
view of the urgency of the situation, has 
telegraphed home for four first-class de- 
stroyers. The general opinion, however 
according to The Times Correspondent), 
is that in present conditions anything in 
the nature of conciliation is not only use- 
less, but positively dangerous. Nothing 
but unwavering strength on the part of the 
Alles can avail. 

Rumours were current last evening (says 
Reuter’s Peking Correspondent) that the 
Chinese Foreign Minister, Shen Jui-Lin, 
has gone into hiding, fearing that the 
students will persist in théir extreme: de- 
mands, to which he cannot agree. 

The total casualties in the Canton battle 
are estimated at one thousand, while at 
least three thousand prisoners were taken.

GUNBOATS FOR KIUKIANG. 

The Diplomatic Commission sent to 
Shanghai by the Peking Legations for the 
purpose of investigation is to-day asking 
for full power to negotiate, with the hope 
the tension. One of the 
of the Commission stated this 
afternoon his belief that the present situa- 
tion was most serious, and the Commission 
is practically at a loss to know how to pro- 
ceed to lessen the tension which.is sweeping 
the country. 

Reports from the interior tell a story 
of crowing fierceness of mobs, typified in 
the destruction yesterday of the British 
aud Japanese concessions at Kiukiang, 
the burning of the Japanese bank, and the 
burning and looting of the British and 
Japanese Consulates. 

In most cases the Chinese military are 
standing aside and making no attempt to 
interfere with the mob violence. British, 
Americans and Japanese are to-day rush- 
img gunboats to Kiukiang in the hope of 
preventing violence in the near-by 
summer colony of Kuling, which contains 
about six hundred foreigners, largely the 
wives and children of missionaries.

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HOW CANTON FELL. 


RED ARMY COMMANDED BY 
RUSSIANS.

PEKING, Saturday. 
After two days’ fighting, the Red Army, 
led by Russian Bolshevist officers, cap- 
‘ured Canton this morning, utterly routing 
‘he Yunnanese troops who were defending 
the city, 


Phortly after daybreak the Red troops 


crossed the river in boats at the extreme 
point of the island of Honan, under the 
protection of the fire of their gunbéats. 
The right wing, moving towards Shameen, 
drove the Yunnaness from Tungshan. 
Almost as soon as they had crossed, the 
Yunnanese troops hoisted the white flag 
and fled. 

There was bitter street fighting as the 
Red soldiers penetrated into the city, par- 
ticularly near the Kwang-tung, College, 
and both sides cuffe--* considerable losses 
in killed and wounded. 

The victory of the Rca forces was 
entirely due to their being commanded by 
Russian officers. All the soldiers osten- 
tatiously wear the Red emblem, and it 's 
feared that, intoxicated by their easy 
victory, they may excite the populace to 
attack the foreigners. 

For the present, however, the’ city is 
quiet. 

There has been little looting, several 
marauders havin: been shot by order of 
the Red commander. 

Further reports regarding the Hankow 
encounter indicate that the crew of a 
British gunboat was responsible for ‘the 
machine-gun fire which caused the casual- 
ties among the Chinese. These forces, 
together with the volunteer corps, which 
includes Americans, are still guarding the 
British concession. 

The Chinese Government handed the 
British Legation a strong Note to-night, 
protesting against the killing of Chinese 
nationals at Hankow. The Note expresses 
surprise that, while the Shanghai incident 
is still unsettled, a further clash should 
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have oecurred, and requests the Legation 
to inform the British Consuls throughout 
-Chma immediately that they must prevent 
fumgher incidents of this nature, 

Fourteen hundred members of the 
Chamber of Commerce paraded through 
Peking yesterday, . proceeding to the 
Foreign Office, where they urged the 
Government to demand satisfaction for the 
Shanghai and Hankow bloodshed. This 
action on the part of the most substantial 
Peking business body has profoundly im- 
pressed the Government. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
EVACUATED.

PEKING, Sunday. 

Owing to the fear of further student out- 
breaks, following the latest rioting at 
Kiukiang, the Government is endeavourin® 
to prevent the general strike called for to- 
morrow. Peking is also disturbed at the 
Communist victory at Canton, fearing that 
it will be turned against the foreigners, 
whom the Government is powerless to pro- 
tect. Advices received here from Canton 
say that the foreign women and children 
at Shameen have been evacuated to Hong 
Kong. 

Private telegrams confirm the Russian 
leadership of the Communist troops, who 
oceupy Canton to the canal separating the 
city from Shameen. The Yunnanese troops 
have completely evacuated, and are pos- 
sibly re-forming along the west of the 
river. 

The Communist Army, which is occupy- 
ing Canton, represents the faction which 
recently captured Swatow. The defeated 
troops were commanded by Yang Hsi 
Ming, who has telegraphed to the Kuo 
Ming Tang supporters at Peking asking 
for their support, though still opposing the 
Central Government. 

Yang’s telegram asserts that the Com- 

munists are united with the Russians, and 
he asks for an endeavour to be made to 
expel all Chinese and Russian Com- 
munists. 
Owing to the hopelessness of the mode- 
rate wing of Kuo Ming Tang, apprehen- 
sion is felt that the Russian Communists 
will now inflame everyone against 
Europeans. 

ae KIUKIANG RIOTS. 

Few details are available of the Kiu- 


kiang riots beyond the fact that Chinese 
troops took possession after the students 
had burned or damaged the British and 
Japanese Consulates, two shipping offices, 
the Japanese Tai Wan Bank, and other 
business houses. | 

Hankow is quiet, but apprehension is 
felt regarding Chang Shai Chang and 
Chungking, at.which there is much feeling. 
The military have been instructed by 
Peking to prevent attacks upon foreign 
property. Strongly reinforced police are 
patrolling Peking, Tientesin, and other 
northern cities. Continued efforts are being 
made by misguided foreign patriots to 
isolate Great Britain, but apparently the 
diplomatic body is. acting in unison,

DUBLIN PASSENGERS’ 
INJURIES.

A remarkable escape from death was ex- 
perienced by the occupants of a motor car, 
which overturned after colliding with the 
kerbstone on the Stillorgan road at a 
point near Galloping Green, Co. Dublin, 
last night. 

Though covered by the car after its up- 
sef, they were saved by the heavy body 
frame, which kept them from being 
‘crushed. Two of the occupants, Michael 
Byrne and Patrick Byrne, of 2. St. 
Patrick's terrace, Drumcondra Park, Dub- 
lin, were injured, and. are at Monkstown 
Hospital. Mrs; Bridget Byrne, an invalid, 
sixty-five vears of age, suffered severe 
shock, and Mrs. Mary Hickey, of 67 
Parnell street, Dublin, received bruises. 
Michael Byrne's injuries were about the 
head, and required five stitches; Patrick 
Byrne has some ribs fractured. Mrs. 
Byrne and Mrs. Hickey were able to go 
home after attention at the hospital. 

The party were usa from Bray to 
Dublin about 8 p.m. in a large Renault car 
of landaulette construction—No. L.B. 84 
A little way beyond the village of Galloping 
Green they were attempting to pass another 
car going in the same direction, but ap- 
parently the space of road available was in- 
sufhcient, for the wheels struck the kerb- 
stone. Both tyres burst, and the car, which 
had considerable momentum, having been 
accelerated for the overtaking of the other, 
turned completely over. Although the ec- 
cupants were protected to some extent, as 
stated, by the strong frame of the landaulette 
body, it was extraordinary that they did not 
suffer more severely from their pitching on 
to the ground and írom the splinters and 
pieces of wreckage; for the woodwork of the 
car and the various . fixtures were badly 
smashed and torn. 

There was plenty of traffic on the road at 
that time, and help was soon at hand. The 
members of the party were extricated, and 
the Blackrock ambulance was summoned to 
remove them to hospital. . 

The car had narrowly missed dashing against 
the high granite wall of a demesne at that 
aoe That would have happened had the 

erbstone catching the wheels not tripped the 
car over at once. 

The overturned car—its four wheels upper- 
most, its bonnet, sides, and frame bent and 
battered—was a wreck: The hard asphalte 
road was heavily. scored where the rims of 
the wheels had torn their way into the surface. 
The roof of the car was in itself little 
damaged; it had been siiced clean off, like a 
lid. The steering post end wheel, a tool box, 
oil cans, cushions, and other more or less 
detachable prrte were strewn about the road. 
The spectacle was viewed with wonder by the 
hundreds of motor passengers and cyclists who 
passed that way after the accident. 


A BELFAST ACCIDENT. 
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WOMAN KILLED AND FOUR 
PERSONS INJURED. 

On the Belfast-Carrickfergus road, on Satur- 
day evening, Mrs. Lizzie Kirkpatrick, of Lis- 
owen, Jordanstown, County Antrim, was 
killed as the result of a motor accident. She 
was driving round the coast with her hus- 
band and three other passengers. On driving 
from behind a "bus, which was moving in the 
same direction, her car collided with a horse 
and cart. Mrs. Kirkpatrick was thrown so 
violently from the car that her neck was dis 
located, causing instant death. Mr. Kirk- 
patrick’s hand was injured. Miss Anderson, 
of Woodstock road, Belfast, had her arm 
fractured and her face cut, and Mrs.. Fitz- 
patrick, a friend of Mrs. Lizzie Kirkpatrick, 
suffered from shock. The cart was smashed, 
the horse cut, and its driver, John Milligan, 
oí Carrickfergus, had his hand injured. 


UPTURNED CHAR-A-BANC 


HUSBAND AND WIFE KILLED. 

A fatal char-a-bane accident occurred at 
Dover yesterday afternoon, when two motor 
touring char-a-bancs from Gravesend were 
entering the town. Coming down Castle 
Hill, one of the steepest thoroughfares in the 
district, the first of the vehicles, which were 
carryitig twenty passengers ¢ach, ran into 
a bank of grass and overturned. 

All the passengers were thrown ont, and 
nine of them were more or less seriously 
injured. Mr. and Mrs. Charles Wheeler, of 
Mount Pleasant road, Dartford, were pinned 
under the car and were extricated in an un- 
concigms condition. Mrs. Wheeler died soon 
‘after @n hospital and Mr. Wheeler died last 
night without having recovered conciousness. 

The char-a-banc, which had a narrow escape 
from falling over: a steep bank into a 
cemetery many feet below, belonged to 
Gravesend, and was badly damaged. The 
second char-a-banc, which followed imme- 
diately behind, was pulled up jin time.

CHICAGO, Sunday. 

Police and judicial authorities al] over 
America are debating what is to be done 
about the crime wave that is sweeping the 
Continent. 

Chicago's contribution for yesterday was 
a pitched battle between police and; 
gangsters at close quarters. .Two police- 
men and two gangsters were killed, and 
another officer and two gangsters were 
wounded. The fight resulted from an 
effort to stop the gangsters, who were 
suspected of beer-running. 

Indiana is an armed camp ; New York is 
the hunting ground of two gunmen, and 
the armed boot-leggers prowl the State 
highways. 

Firearms are cheap, and human life is 
cheaper. It is seven years since the close 
of the great. war, and it is still being 
blamed by some for the extent of lawless- 
ness. Others blame it on prohibition, and 
the fact that there are too many laws mak- 
ing for. lawlessness. Magistrate McAdoo, 
of New York, thinks that the crime wave 
is due to the ease with which any one can 
procure firearms. Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler declares that fanatical zealots, and 
one-track narrow-gauge legislation, are 
basically at fault. 

Whatever the cause, the fact remains 
that there has been thirty successful day- 
light bank robberies in Indiana during the 
last few weeks; that banks in Arkansas, 
Kentucky and Missouri are so panicky 
that receiving tellers are never sure 
whether to shoot or smile at the incoming 
stranger; that men feel everywhere that 
they must arm. 

Police-Commissioner Enright wants to 
have everybody in America finger-printed, 
whatever his station. Other police officials 
offer remedies bringing forth as much op- 
position, and meanwhile ‘the crime wave 
goes on gathering momentum.

THE REV. FREDERICK STEPHEN 
ALDHOUSE. 


We regret to announce that the Rev. 
Frederick Stephen Aldhouse, M.A., died at 
Retford House, Balbriggan, on Saturday dast. 
Mr. Aldhouse was in his eighty-first year. 
Educated at Hertford College, Oxford, he 
was MacBride Scholar in 1863 and Lusby 
Scholar in 1865. In that same year he was 
second Classical Moderator, and he took his 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 1867, and his 
Master's degree three years later. 

Mr. Aldhouse was ordained in 1868 in 
Down for the Diocese of Armagh; in the fol- 
lowing year he took priest's orders. 

From 1875 to 1878 Mr. Aldhouse was head- 
master of Tate's School, Wexford, and in the 
latter year he was appointed headmaster of 
the Drogheda Grammar School, a post which 
he filled with distinction for forty-five years. 
For the long term of thirty-five years Mr. 
Aldhouse was Rector of Ballymakenny, near 
Drogheda, in the Diocese of Armagh. 

During the last forty-five years many 
hundreds of pupils have passed through the 
old Erasmus Smith foundation at Drogheda. 
A large proportion of these has won distinc- 
tion at Dublin University, in the various pro- 
fessions and in the British Services, and 
wherever throughout the world they may be 
to-day they will learn the news- of their old 
headmaster’s death with sincere sorrow. 
temper, education and experience, Mr. 
house was an admirable headmaster. 
loved his work, and never for a moment 
during his long career did he cease to be 
conscious of its great responsibilities. He 
brought to his work in Ireland the precision 
and good taste of the Oxford tradition, and, 
himself a sound classical s*holar, he had in 
an uncommon degree the. gift of; imparting 
his understanding and enthusiasm to his 
pupils. There must be to-day many Irish- 
men, now in their middle’ years, Who ‘have 
found good cause to be grateful fer the én- 
during addition which Mr. Aldhouse’s method 
of teaching the classics, at once accurate and 
sensitive, has made to their” intellectual 
equipment, A teacher of the old school, he 
held firmly that the classics were the basis 
of liberal culture, and he hated all forms of 
mental indiscipline and untidiness, During 
hi. long period of headmastership the 
Drogheda Grammar ‘School kept its roll of 
Pupils at a satisfactory size, and his pious 
and faithful. work is largely responsi for 
the success with which it has surviv. the 
political and social vicissitudes of recent 
years. He enjoyed in a remarkable measure 
the esteem and good-will of every class and 
creed among the citizens of Drogheda. 

Mr. Aldhouse leaves an only son, the Rev. 
F. H. Aldhouse. M.A., Incumbent of Clon- 
methan, Co. Dublin.

A collision occurred off Yarmouth 
between the Newcastle steamer Norseman 
anc the Glasgow steamer Burnside, both 
outward bound from London. The collision 
occurred in a dense fog, and the former 
sank in three minutes by the head. So 
violent was the impact that the crew of 
the Norseman were carried down by the 
sinking vessel, and two—J. Phillpots, 
engineer, of Goole, and Robert Wilson, 
fireman, of Dundee—were drowned. The 
crew numbered nine. and the remaining 
seven, after struggling in the water among 
the wreckage, were rescued by the Burn- 
side and taken to the Tyne. 

The captains state that the fog was very 
intense, and the vessels did not see each 
other until the collision was unavoidable. 
They agree that everything in the way cf 
rescue wor!: was done, but the bodies of 
the lost men could not be located. 

The Norseman is a vessel of 352 tons, owned 
by the Tate Shipping Company, Ltd.

Referring to the sitúation in China, The 

Times, in a leading article, says:—No 
material change in the sitmation is reported 
trom North China to-day; but every day that 
the anti-foreign agitation remains unchecked 
increases its dangers to the Powers and to 
China. Shanghai is ‘externally tranquil, and 
the arrival of Chang “so Lin's son, Chang 
Hsneh Liang, with 2,000 of his father’s best 
troops on Saturday may have a sobering effect 
upon the students and the rabble. They must 
know that the*Mukden War Lord has steadily 
checked disorder within the limits of his 
authority, and that he does not hesitate to 
repress it by ways which are summary and 
diastic. 
The international authorities have thought 
that the position justified them in ordering 
the withdrawal of a portion of the defence 
forces from duty as a concession to Chinese 
feeling ; but our Correspondent states it to be 
the general opinion that any attempt at 
conciliation is idle, and even dangerous, in the 
present temper of the extremists and their 
acherents, and the Japanese Admiral has 
telegraphed for more destroyers. That temper 
is described as for the moment quite 
intractable. 

In Peking the situation is still obscure, but 
doubts as to the attitude of Feng Yu-Hsiang 
seems no longer possible. He has openly 
sided with the students; he has the Govern- 
ment under the control of his troops, and 
he is known to be in close relations with the 
Bolshevists. The hand of these implacable 
enemies of the British Empire is visible, as 
a correspondeit stated the other day, among 
Chinese residing far. outside the borders of 
China. Many of them in the Straits Settle. 
ment, in the Malay States, in Siam and in 
the Dutch Colonies show a new attitude 
towards Europeans and betray a conviction 
that ‘‘ something” is going to happen. 

The Chinese /ntelligénsia for many years 
have aspired to see China taking a place 
among the nations like that taken by Japan. 
They do not choose to reflect that it was 
by the establishment of civilised institutions, 
just laws, and an independent judiciary that 
Japan earned this place, and that it was 
not accorded to her until she had undergone 
a probation which demonstrated her fitness 
for it. Upon this legitimate, but premature, 
aspiration of the Chinese the Bolshevists are 
working for their prime aim—the overthrow 
of ‘‘capitalism,’’ and first of capitalist 
Britain.

DR. CHIERA’S DISCOVERIES. 

The New York Correspondent of The 
f'mes, in 'a message, says :-—Dr, Edward 
Chiera, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and Annual Professor for 1924-25 in charge 
of the American School of Archeology in 
Baghdad, has returned to the United States, 
bringing with him abont 1,000 clay tablets 
obtained in exeavations at Yaghlan Tepe, 
eight miles south-west. of Kirkuk. 

o far the tablets have been studied only 
superficially, but it is already clear that they 
are of considerable historical importance. 
The tablets are written in the Assyrian 
language, but Dr. Chiera is of opinion that 
the occupant of the villa was a Mitannian. 
Among the proper names there are about 
100 Arvan names to every one that is Semitic. 

Dr. Chiera hopes that they will help to 
throw definite light on the race affiliations of 
the; Mitannians. These people, who came 
from the Northern Jezirah, the plains and 
foothills between the Euphrates and the 
Tigris, are believed by some scholars to have 
been closely related to the Hittites. 

Both Hittites and Mitannians seem to have 
spoken dialects of the Aryan family of 
languages, but the Mitannian language had 
hitherto not ben found reduced to writing so 
early as 1500 n.c. The scribes of such of the 
tablets as have been read used Assyrian 
These facts, and the nearness of Nineveh io 
the mountains, raise the question whether 
the right assumption, that the ancient 
Assyrians were Semites, is valid. Perhaps 
light will be thrown on this interesting ques- 
tion by Dr. Chiera’s tablets. 


LORD ALLENBY DEPARTS. 


CAIRO’S STRIKING TRIBUTE. 
CAIRO, Sundary. 

The memorable send-off accorded to Lord 
and Lady AlJlenby this evening’ lacked 
nothing in its dignity, impressiveness and 
warmth. 

Accompanied by Lady Allenby, the High 
Commissioner left the Residency shortly be- 
fore six o'clock. His old regiment, the Fifth 
Lancers, was drawn up outside, and two 
squadrons of aeroplanes circled overhead. 
After a royal salute, Lord Allenby entered 
his car, and, escorted by Lancers, drove 
slowly through the well-lined streets, guns 
booming out a salute as the procession passed 
the Esbekieh Gardens opposite the Con- 
tinental Hotel. where a large gathering 
heartily cheered. Lord Allenby was dressed 
in a grey morning coat and a grey tall hat, 
and looked a striking figure as he and Lady 
Allenby continuously responded to the 
salates of the crowd. 

Large cosmopolitan crowds in the vicinity 
of the railway station cheered warmly as 
their Excellencies entered the station square, 
where they were greeted by General Haking. 
commanding the British forces in Egypt, and 
the Premier, Ziwar Pasha. 

A very large assembly had gathered on the 
platform, TA how Zulficar Pasha, represent- 
mg King Fuad; members of the Cabinet and 
former Ministers, the entire diplomatic corps, 
and a strong representative body of British, 
Egyptian and foreign residents. The British 
military community was also strongly repre- 
sented. Lord Allenby again received a Royal 
salute on alighting from his car. 

After. inspecting. the Lancer escort, Their 
Excellencies proceeded along the platform, 
shaking hands with as many of their friends 
as possible. The train departed for Port 
Said at 6.30 o'clock amid rousing cheers. 

The farewell functions to Lord and Lady 
Allenby during the past fortnight are 
altogether unparalleled, and represent a 
striking trib@e to the affection in which they 
are held by all classes, Egyptian, British 
and foreign. The farewell festivities culmi- 
nated last evening in a banquet by M. 
Gaillard, the French Minister.—(Reuter.)

SAYS ‘THE BULLOCK 
MUST GO. 


ATTACK ON FARMERS’ 
PARTY. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, addressing a Cumann 
na nGaedh«al Convenfion at Cavan yester- 
day, developed his recent remarks on the 
need for increased tillage, and went on 
to attack the Farmers’ Party, whom he 
described -s lacking in unity of direction 
on agricultural policy, and united only in 
opposition to the constructive and pro- 
gressive measures of the Government. 
The absence of tillage was the reason 
that they had sixty thousand people unem- 
ployed, he said; and the solution of that 
problem was the r-moval of the bullock. 
The establishment of the. sugar-beet 
industry would mark a turning-point m 
the history of Irish agriculture. He had 
no doubt that the Government intended 
to go ahe.d with othér sugar-beet factories 
and to spread them throughout the country 
until all the uncultivated land had been 


forcec to come under the plough. 

DRAINAGE AND RELIEF WORKS. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
began his speech with a reference to the 
Drainage Bill, which had been the subject 
of discussion in the convention before his 
rising. He said th. might take it that 
the Government was determined that every 
acre of land in the country that needed 
draining must be drained, if they could help 
it. Under the present bill he saw no reason 
to suppose that within the next half-dozen 
years that long outstanding problem would 
not be solved. About £60,000 or £70,000 
remained of the quarter of a million voted 
for relief works. That amount remaining 
would be applied until it was exhausted. The 
Government had promised the quarter of a 
million, and had redeemed its pledge to the 
last penny. He was satisfied the very 
essential work initiated by the Government 
would be finished as soon as the Government 
got an opportunity. 


THE ATHY SPEECH. 

He had recently been addressing a meet- 
ing in Athy, and a statement he had made 
there in regard to tillage had caused a good 
deal of discussion. After comparing the 
acreage under tillage, the opulation, and 
the exports of New Zealand and Denmark

SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 

There were many ways by which 
could be stimulated. The sugar beet industry 
was one, and that was only the beginuing i 
the programme initiated by the Government. 
He. had ne doubt that the Government in 
tended to go ahead with other beet 
factories and to spread them throughout the 
country until al the uncultivated 
land had been forced to come under 
the plough. TI e establishment and extension 
of the sugar beet industry was but a step; 
but it was a highly important one,marking, as 
it would, a turning poiut in the history of 
their principal industry. It would bring the 
country back from grass to something that 
would give life and labour to the people. 

What could the Farmers’ Party do for them 
on the question?
